Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed 02/1 8/2004 has been entered and carefully 
considered. 

Claims 1,10, 25, and 30 have been amended. 
Claims 9, 1 1 , 29, and 31 have been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-3, 5, 7-8, 10, 12-13, 25, 27-28, 30, and 32 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claim 1 , none of the prior art of record teaches or suggests the 
combination of an intermittent aberrant component activity tracking method comprising: 
continuously monitoring a component, the component comprising an encoder, wherein 
servo specifications of the encoder require a tolerance of ± 0.1% to ± 5 %; sensing a 
characteristic of the component; performing real time statistical calculations using 
sensed values of the characteristic of the component; and storing, in a memory, data 
including results of the calculations indicative of a fault, wherein each data point of the 
data is put into a range bucket, wherein the data are represented by a counter rather 
than a real encoder value. It is these limitations as they are claimed in the combination, 
which have not been found, taught or suggested in the prior art of record, that make 
these claims allowable over the prior art. 

Regarding claim 25, none of the prior art of record teaches or suggests the 
combination of a real time encoder frequency excursion recording method that can 
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record excursions in real time on a product printed wire board assembly (PWBA) in an 
operating environment, the method comprising: continuously monitoring the encoder 
timing, wherein servo specifications of the encoder require a tolerance of ±0.1% to ±5%; 
doing real time statistical calculations; and storing the results of the calculations 
indicative of a fault in a memory for retrieval by service personnel or for uploading to the 
main controller at regular intervals during the run process, wherein each data point of 
the results is put into a range bucket, and wherein the data are represented by a 
counter rather than a real encoder value. It is these limitations as they are claimed in 
the combination, which have not been found, taught or suggested in the prior art of 
record, that make these claims allowable over the prior art.
